The start of the story 
came when it was rumored in an un- 
derground way that four men who had 
testified at the Becker trial had admit- 
ted in affidavits that they had commit- 
ted perjury.

Senator Frawley was 
asked about the rumor at the time,

Becker himself was prepared to give 
sensational testimony no one connected 
with the trial could stretch his imagi- 
nation to the extent of giving it any 
belief. 


Another story was that Becker, in 


his efforts to obtain a pardon, had 
sent word to Governor Sulzer that he 
had a lot to tell about Tammany Hall 
methods in New York. It was said thai 
Sulzer had sent a man to see Beck 
er and had obtained an outline ol 
what he proposed to tell. This, it was 
said. Governor Sulzer would incorpo 
rate or would try to incorporate in the 
story which he i»_preparlng. to present. 


Those t lose to Governor Sulzer were 
the authority for this. It seemed difli- 
cult t<> understand, however, how po- 
lice graft iu New York could be allow 
ed to enter in the Sul/er defense.

Becker himself was prepared to give 
sensational testimony no one connected 
with the trial could stretch his imagi- 
nation to the extent of giving it any 
belief. 


Another story was that Becker, in 


his efforts to obtain a pardon, had 
sent word to Governor Sulzer that he 
had a lot to tell about Tammany Hall 
methods in New York. It was said thai 
Sulzer had sent a man to see Beck 
er and had obtained an outline ol 
what he proposed to tell. This, it was 
said. Governor Sulzer would incorpo 
rate or would try to incorporate in the 
story which he i»_preparlng. to present. 


Those t lose to Governor Sulzer were 
the authority for this.
